This is the right way to install 
a corner board. Here it is shown 
resting directly on the sheathing 
itself being separated from it by 
building paper only. The ends 
o f the siding should butt directly 
against the corner board and they 
should be painted. Applying cor­ 
ner boards in this manner will 
prevent the formation of little 
water storage pockets at the joint. 


This is the wrong way to install 
a corner board. 
The picture 
shows it applied directly to the 
siding rather than being nailed to 
the sheathing. This is poor prac­ 
tice, as it allows water to seep 
into the pocket made by the 
moulded top of the siding run­ 
ning under the corner board. 


This is a mitered corner. Such 
corners must fit closely and stay 
in place if they are to look well. 
Unless well jointed, 
litered cor­ 
ners will eventually admit water 
anti cause trouble. Tight, careful 
miters, well cut for a perfect fit 
and jointed with paint, is an es- 
sential requirement of a good 
sid ing job.
